COUNTY councillors have offered their 
support for a bold and ambitious four-year 
vision for Somerset. 

Somerset County Council’s (SCC) Cabinet has 
backed the vision, aiming to put the authority at the

heart of work to create a Somerset university, new 
business parks, new energy initiatives and more 


around the county. 

The vision is part of the County Plan 2016-2020, 
which will be considered for approval by full council 
in February. 

“I’m excited about the future for Somerset and our 
vision is bold and simple,” said the leader of Somerset 
County Council, Councillor John Osman. 

“More jobs, more homes, better health, better edu¬ 
cation, better partnership working and better connec¬ 
tions for the county. 

“The projects within the vision are ambitious, but 
they are also vital to the future of the county, revers¬ 
ing the ‘brain drain’ and making Somerset a place 
where people come to study and work with a vibrant 
economy and thriving communities.” 

The current County Plan for SCC covers the period 
2013-17 and it was felt that circumstances have 
changed so much that a refreshed and updated version 
of the plan was needed. 

Those changed circumstances included the prospect 
of a devolution deal with government, strategic im¬ 
plications of advanced work with health colleagues 
to work towards the integration of health and social 
care services, and the continuing reduction in central 
government funding. 

This new version of the County Plan emphasizes a 
more partnership-based approach to provision of 
services. 

“Times are challenging for local authorities but we 
still have to look forward,” said Councillor Osman. 

“To be sustainable in the long-term we need a 
county with enough jobs, homes and council tax pay¬ 
ers to generate the income we and other local author¬ 
ities need to provide our valuable services such as 


care for vulnerable children and adults. 

“Work will start over the next year to deliver the vi¬ 
sion and we will work closely with other public sector 
organisations, the voluntary sector and private indus¬ 
try to make our ambitions a reality.” 

The vision includes: 

• A university for Somerset; 

• Major jobs boost through creating new business; 

• A significant ‘push’ on energy initiatives; 

• Devolved powers from government. 

Councillor Osman added: “Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil is ideally placed to take a lead and work with key 
partners to bring this County Plan to life and make it 
real. 

“We have worked well with partners over the past 
few years but it is time to ramp that up. 

“Somerset is working together as never before. Our 
district and parish councils, the NHS, emergency 
services, voluntary and charity sectors - we have 
never been more united in our approach to do our best 
for our residents, businesses and communities. 

“We have a strong base to deliver what everyone 
wants and the results we are all working towards: ‘For 
Somerset to thrive, for Somerset to have a brighter fu¬ 
ture’. 

“We need to do more, to work more closely to pro¬ 
vide better services and reduce all of our costs. That 
is my commitment to Somerset - that is the commit¬ 
ment in this County Plan.”

Town council seeks

SIDMOUTH Town Council is launching a recruit¬ 
ment drive to find community volunteers to help 
support the Neighbourhood Plan, starting with 
an information event tonight, January 19th. 

The council is keen that the newly announced 
project is run by the community with the support 
of councillors, to ensure the plan itself is mean¬ 
ingful and relevant to the people of Sidmouth. 

To help understand the process and to allow 
people to find out more, Sidmouth Town Council 
has organised a public event tonight to be held at 
Teresa's Church Hall, Connaught Road at 7pm 
(doors will open at 6:45pm for tea and coffee). 

During the event, the aims of the Neighbour¬ 
hood Plan will be outlined and there will be op¬ 
portunities to ask questions. 

Chairman of the Neighbourhood Plan Task and 
Finish Forum, Councillor Louise Cole, said the 
process of creating the plan must be owned by 
the whole community. 

She said: 1 ‘We know that there are lots of people 
in Sidmouth who have great skills to help us. We 
now have the funding and a statutory framework 
for it to happen." 


From the editor's chair 


Closure for Genette's family? 



WITH a 50-year career behind me in journalism, 
people often ask me what is the biggest story I 
have covered. 

There are many that stick in my mind. The run¬ 
away lorry that crashed into The London in Lyme 
Regis; the French jet which crashed onto a garage 
in Crewkerne; the mysterious death of a stranger 
who garroted herself in a Lyme Regis beach hut; 
the plane packed with holidaymakers which 
crash landed at Ottery St Mary. 

The most disturbing, however, was the murder 
of Aylesbeare schoolgirl Genette Tate. 

At the time I was the editor of the Sidmouth Her¬ 
ald and was called off the cricket pitch in Uplyme 
by my boss, the late Jimmy Hall, a brilliant news¬ 
paperman, on that August afternoon in 1978. 

Her disappearance whilst delivering the Ex¬ 
press & Echo around the village dominated the 
columns of the Sidmouth Herald and other news¬ 
papers covering East Devon for several months. 

The Genette Tate case became Devon & Corn¬ 
wall’s longest unsolved crime until recently when 
the police were about to submit a case against 
convicted child killer Robert Black, but he died 
days before he was due to be charged. 


I shall never forget the daunting picture of 
Genette’s bike lying abandoned in that Devon lane 
where she was snatched in daylight. 

In a bid to give Genette’s family some peace, the 
Devon & Cornwall Constabulary will still submit 
their file on Black to the Crown Prosecution Serv-

I had an interesting discussion about Webster’s 
with one of the town’s leading lights who said 
there was growing support for an idea that 
Axminster’s Thursday street market should be 
transferred to the former garage site combined 
with a farmer’s market.

I’m not sure how Lord of The Manor Jim Rowe, 
who owns the market rights, would view such a 
radical suggestion. I have to say, I don’t think it’s 
likely to happen.

Council approves 


town hall deal 


SEATON Town Council has unanimously and for¬ 
mally approved the town hall deal brokered just 
before Christmas. 

The extraordinary meeting of the town council 
on January 11th had to be moved downstairs to 
the main hall because the room upstairs could 
not cope with the number of people present. 

About 50 people attended what proved to be a 
brief and controversy free meeting. 

Just before Christmas, East Devon District 
Council, Seaton Town Council, Seaton's Voice and 
Seaton Museum reached an agreement in princi¬ 
ple to secure a long-term future for the venue as 
a public building, beneficial to the local commu¬ 
nity. 

The agreement was based on the transfer of the 
freehold interest of Seaton Town Hall from East 
Devon District Council to Seaton Town Council, 
without charge. 

Seaton Town Council will concurrently agree a 
long lease on the town hall to Seaton's Voice, ex¬ 
cluding the current area occupied by the mu¬ 
seum. 

This will secure the future of The Gateway en¬ 
tertainment venue and the use of the hall by 


community groups. 

Town councillors agreed unanimously to pass a 
five-point motion which will get it all rolling. 

Councillor Martin Shaw said: "I support the res¬ 
olution, it is important that the town council and 
Seaton's Voice can work in partnership." 

The deal will see the town council relocate to 
Marshlands, which it recently bought from Devon 
County Council.

Work underway at Chard’s new 
£500k health and fitness centre 



MORE than half a mil¬ 
lion pounds is being in¬ 
vested in a new gym for 
Chard. 

1610, which manages 
Cresta Leisure Centre, 
has started work to con¬ 
vert an industrial unit on 
Jarman Way into a 
£500,000 state of the 
art, purpose-built health 
and fitness centre, 
which will open in April 
this year. 

1610, which is a not- 
for-profit leisure trust, 
formerly known as 
Somerset Leisure, cur¬ 
rently manages Cresta 
Leisure Centre on a 
shared school site with 
the Holyrood Academy. 

But growing demand 
for its services and the 
limited size of the Zem- 
bard Lane site has 
meant that 1610 has had 
to find new and larger 
premises to meet de¬ 
mand. 

Work is under way to 
transform the former 
commercial premises on 
Jarman Way into a new 
health and fitness cen¬ 
tre. 

The new, larger prem¬ 
ises will, for example, 
mean the gym will dou¬ 
ble in size and also have 
a dedicated spinning 
studio. 

The swimming pool will continue to operate at 
Zembard Lane and the current fitness facilities at 
Cresta Leisure Centre will remain open and func¬ 
tion as usual while work is underway at the new 
centre. 

A 1610 spokesperson said: “Members of Cresta 
Leisure Centre will not face any disruption to their 
services.” 

1610 CEO Tim Nightingale said the development 
in Chard presents a opportunity for a new vision 
for sport and fitness in Chard, and added: “The 
new and larger premises means we can expand our 
services and develop more versatile technology. 

“We wish to work with local partners in Chard to 
develop a town-wide vision for the way sport and 
fitness is delivered to the local community in the 
best way possible. 

“Membership of Cresta Leisure Centre has 
tripled in the last five years and demand is still 
growing so it is important that we meet those future 


needs with an exciting programme of services and 
facilities.” 

“The new gym will be equipped with 46 work 
stations, fitted out with Technogym’s latest cutting 
edge equipment with touch screen displays, inte¬ 
grated TV, internet access plus a range of apps and 
games across the mix of cardiovascular machines. 

“The dedicated spinning studio will have 39 
bikes and the Prama studio will offer local resi¬ 
dents some of the most inspiring and leading edge 
fitness technology in the leisure industry.” 

Manager Joe Philip explained: “The Prama expe¬ 
rience is multi-sensory and it uses an intelligent in¬ 
teractive flooring system with integrated LED 
lights which is controlled by touch screen technol¬ 
ogy. 

“The new centre will also have more dedicated 
gym staff who will be able to offer a high level of 
service to encourage local people to make fitness 
a real and lasting lifestyle choice.” 


Increased drink driving over Christmas 


ROAD safety officers say they were disappointed 
at the increased number of people caught drink 
or drug driving over the Christmas and New Year 
holiday. 

A total of 155 people were arrested in the Avon 
and Somerset area on suspicion of drink/drug 
driving offences compared with 106 in December 
2014. Of those, 96 were charged compared with 
59 during December 2014. 

T/Chief Inspector Stuart Bell, leading the Oper¬ 
ation Tonic road safety campaign, said: “Even one 
driver caught driving under the influence is one 
too many. We are very disappointed in the in¬ 
crease in this year's figures. 

“Once we have the full information and data 
from the operation we will be analysing the re¬ 
sults to try to understand why so many people 
felt they could take the risk and break the law. 


“Our ongoing aim is to work with our partners 
to educate people about the dangers and conse¬ 
quences of drink and drug driving, and to send 
out a strong message that to do so is morally and 
socially unacceptable. 

“Ideally we prevent all drink and drug driving, 
and will aim to catch one hundred per cent of 
people who drink and drug drive, to deter others 
and to make our roads safer for all. 

“We are still collating our statistics, so we don't 
know for sure if the increase in drink/drug driv¬ 
ers is because we carried out more stop checks 
or more breath tests than last year, or if people 
just thought they could get away with it. 

“What is clear is that these figures are too high 
- and we will be continuing our efforts to catch 
drink/drug drivers and to deter others, not just 
at Christmas but throughout the year." 
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‘At risk’ groups urged to get free flu vaccine 


SOMERSET’S Director of Public Health is remind¬ 
ing parents and people in ‘at risk’ groups that to 
maintain good health this winter it is not too late to 
get their free flu vaccine. 

For most people flu is just a nasty experience, but 


for some it can lead to illnesses that are more seri¬ 
ous, including bronchitis and secondary bacterial 
pneumonia, which can be life threatening. 

NHS recommendations say the following people 
should have a flu jab:

although Leigh and I are from different political 
parties we can put party politics aside to do what 
is best for these children. We are currently keen 
to find local businesses that will provide appren¬ 
ticeships for young people leaving care to help 
them get their first step up onto the employment 
ladder.'

Anyone in these groups who hasn’t yet had the 

vaccine should contact their GP, pharmacist or mid¬ 
wife now as they are at much greater risk of becom¬ 
ing seriously unwell if they catch flu, and sadly 
many end up in hospital. 

Simple steps can help you towards good winter 
health. Being considerate of those around you and 
maintaining good cough and hand hygiene will help 
to prevent the spread of germs and reduce the risk 
of transmission for flu. 

This includes remembering to cover your own 
nose and mouth with a tissue when you cough and 
sneeze and disposing of the tissue and washing your 
hands with hot water and soap every time you 
sneeze - as soon as you can. 

Simple winter health steps include: 

■ Keep warm - this may help prevent colds, flu or 
more serious health conditions such as heart attacks, 
strokes and pneumonia. 

■ Look out for your neighbours, friends and family 
to see they are coping well and whether they need 
your help. 

■ Eat well - food gives you energy, which helps to 
keep you warm. So, try to have regular hot meals 
and drinks throughout the day. 

Councillor Anna Groskop, Cabinet Member with 
responsibility for health said: “For good health dur¬ 
ing the winter months remember that the flu vaccine 


is still the best protection we have against an unpre¬ 
dictable virus. It can reduce the risk of serious ill¬ 
ness, ending up in hospital, and even death among 
those who are most at risk.”

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Proposal to spend £5,000 on survey of Chard 
School as part of town’s regeneration scheme 


AN historic building in Chard looks set to undergo 
a £5,000 condition survey. 

South Somerset District Council’s (SSDC) Area 
West Committee has been recommended to ap¬ 
prove a proposal to spend £5,000 on a survey of 
the Chard School building. 

The committee will meet on Wednesday, January 
20th and a report for members said: “Chard has a 
number of important buildings that sit within the 
historic town centre including Godworthy House 
(Chard Museum), 7-13 Fore Street (containing 
no.9 which includes the Courthouse), Chard 
School and Holyrood Lacemill. 

“Chard Regeneration Scheme (CRS) Project 
Board recognises the important role played by 
Chard’s town centre heritage buildings. All of them 
contribute to the life of Chard, but they all have 
problems which threaten their viability. 

“They all cost ‘too much’ to run and maintain, 
because they do not generate enough income and 
the return on any investment is seen as poor. 

“The CRS project board sees the development of 
more successful offers of public access and inter¬ 
pretation that generate a better, viable return 
through both income and footfall as vital to the 
successful regeneration of Chard and its town cen¬ 
tre. 

“The Area West Development Team continues to 
work on a set of proposals to address these com¬ 
plex issues and relationships. 

“As these emerge, we will be bringing them for 
discussion and agreement on funding to the Area 
West Committee in the first instance and provide 
updates to the CRS Board.” 

The Chard school building is first in line, and the

report added: “Built in 1583 for a wealthy local 
merchant, John Symes, the house was donated to 
the town of Chard as a Grammar School by his 
successors in 1671, and there has been a school on 
the site continuously ever since. 

“It remained the town’s grammar school until 
1890, when it became a public boarding school. In 


1972 the present school was established, as an in¬ 
dependent co-educational preparatory school. 

“For many years, in an effort to contain costs, 
there has been low or no maintenance of some of 
the external and internal fabric of the school build¬ 
ings. 

“In summer 2015, having saved the school from 
closure and addressed day to day maintenance is¬ 
sues, the governors turned their attention to the 
long term upkeep and, in places, restoration of the 


school buildings and sought advice from SSDC’s 
Conservation Team on the work needed and po¬ 
tential sources of funding to help them carry it 
out.” 

It is the opinion of SSDC officers that it would 
be both sensible and prudent if SSDC paid £5,000 
towards the costs of the necessary condition sur¬ 
vey and retained ownership of the contents whilst 
sharing these freely with Chard School to assist 
the efforts to attract grant funding.

Wildlife photographer talks 
on eroding Jurassic Coast

ONE day it will be 
“Crewkerne-by-the 
Sea”, but don’t get your 
deckchairs out just yet 
because it won’t happen 
soon. 

In fact, it could take 
tens of thousands of 
years, members of 
Crewkerne & District 
University of the Third 
Age (U3A) heard at 
their monthly meeting 
on January 4th. 

Award-winning 
wildlife photographer 
Colin Varndell said that 
the Jurassic Coast was 
disappearing fast. A 
mile of coastline had 
been lost to erosion in 
the last 2,000 years, he 
told the meeting at the 
Heritage Centre. So the 
prediction about Crewkerne being on 
the coast will happen some time in 
the future. 

Colin, who lives in Netherbury, 
near Beaminster, gave a talk called 
“The Natural Beauty of Dorset” 
based on a book of that title, pub¬ 
lished in 2014, that he wrote with his 
wife Susy. 

His talk, illustrated by some of his 
photographs which feature in the 
book, was a journey along the Juras¬ 
sic Coast from Lyme Regis to Poole 
Harbour and then inland to include 


the heathland and downs of West 
Dorset. 

As well as the spectacular rock for¬ 
mations of the cliffs, he also showed 
the birds, wild flowers, insects and 
reptiles, some of them very rare, that 
inhabit the area, from otters and 
kingfishers to orchids and butterflies 
such as the Adonis Blue. 

Photographs taken by Colin, a self- 
taught photographer, have been pub¬ 
lished in many books and magazines. 
He and Susy run a natural history 
photography business.

Pub opens its doors to continue 
annual West Country tradition 


Works continue to improve 
Yeovil’s key transport links 


THE new owners of The Squirrel Inn, near 
Winsham, halted renovation work for one day 
to make sure that a local tradition could be 
kept alive. 

Gerald and Tracey Hobbs hope to open in 
March, but were happy to make the pub avail¬ 
able for the annual burning of the ash faggot 
on Wednesday, January 6th. 

In short, the ritual is a very old West Country 
tradition, thought to have originated in Scan¬ 
dinavia. 


Local farmer Mike Turner has made the ash 
faggot for The Squirrel for 42 consecutive 
years. 

With the pub currently undergoing renova¬ 
tion, he said: “I'm very pleased that someone 
opened the door to burn it in here." 

Mr Hobbs said: “It was a very good night, it 
was packed. 

“It took four hours, 20 minutes and 30 sec¬ 
onds to burn the ash faggot." 


MAJOR work to improve key transport links in 
Yeovil is continuing to make good progress with the 
upgrade of the Horsey Roundabout nearing comple¬ 
tion. 

Somerset County Council carried out most of the 
work before Christmas with several road closures in 
place, before focus switched to Lysander Road. 

The next phased started on January 4th, which will 
see the existing pedestrian crossings on this route re¬ 
moved, the central islands widened to provide a larger 
area for pedestrians and cyclists to wait, and a new 
pedestrian and cycle crossing installed. 

Carriageway resurfacing started Monday, January 
11th using overnight road closures between 7pm to 
7am, although these will be kept to a minimum. 

Temporary crossing facilities will be in place while 
the new toucan crossing is installed, with work also 
including a new underground traffic detection system 
and new signs and road markings. 

The Horsey Roundabout upgrade is the first phase 
of a £14million programme of works to improve 
roads along the Eastern and Western Corridors of 
Yeovil. 

The second phase will see an upgrade of the Hospi¬ 
tal Roundabout, also along the Eastern Corridor. 
Work here is likely to start on Monday, February 1st, 
although may be brought forward depending on 
progress at Horsey. Further details about the timing 
of this work and traffic management arrangements 
will be available later in January. 

The works at the Hospital Roundabout will see ded¬ 
icated left turn lanes provided on the Queensway, 
Kingston and Reckleford approaches together with a 
reduction in the width of the circulatory carriageway. 
This should help to increase the capacity of the round¬ 
about and improve safety through the junction. 

Councillor David Fothergill, Somerset County 
Council’s Cabinet member for highways, said: 
“We’re investing a huge amount of money across 
Yeovil to make sure its transport links can cope with 
future developments. 


“Planning all the work is far from straightforward 
but we’re doing what we can to keep disruption to a 
mi nim um. 

“We understand people won’t appreciate the work 
while it’s taking place, but hopefully they will support 
our end goal - which is to make sure the town has a 
road system fit for the future.” 

Work to improve links along the Western Corridor 
of the town is also being planned. It was hoped to start 
this in January but the county council is still working 
through the tendering process to appoint a contractor 
which offers the best value for money. This scheme 
will now take place later in the year, with the added 
benefit that work will not clash with the Hospital 
Roundabout upgrade. 

Councillor Fothergill added: “There’s already 
plenty of work going on around Yeovil, so we feel the 
best plan of action is to take time and make sure we 
get the details of the scheme absolutely right and at 
the right price.” 

As well as increasing the capacity of major junc¬ 
tions and improving traffic flow, the Eastern and 
Western Corridor schemes are essential to support 
Yeovil’s economic growth and are necessary to allow 
major developments to go ahead, including: 

• More than 2,000 new homes at sites in Brimsmore, 
Lufton and Lyde Road; 

• More than 20 hectares of employment land at 
Lufton and Bunford Park; 

• Redevelopment of the town centre including the 
cattle market; 

The improvements should reduce projected future 
peak journey times by 23 per cent (West Coker Road 
to Thome Lane) and 16 per cent (Horsey Roundabout 
to Lyde Road) - compared to what they would be 
with the developments in place but without the im¬ 
provements.

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Helping Yarlington residents get back into work 


THE start of the New Year has seen social enterprise 
Inspired to Achieve (i2a) launch the third of a set of 
courses which aim to help people get back into em¬ 
ployment. 

Covering everything from the initial job hunt to 
CVs and practical interview skills, the five week 
“Getting into Work” courses have already resulted 
in some huge successes and life-changing moments 
for individuals. 

Inspired to Achieve is delivering the courses 
Yarlington Housing Group residents in Somerset 
after it was recognised that many residents using i2a 
for individual coaching and advice were at the same 
stage in their job searching journey and would ben¬ 
efit from group sessions. 

Employment co-ordinator Nicki Watts, who is run¬ 
ning the courses alongside colleagues Chris New¬ 
man and Lee-Anne Hodges, said: “The training 
enables residents to meet others in a similar situation, 
share good practice and learn from one another - the 
peer support has been a huge benefit and those who 
attended found their confidence grew.” 

As a result of the training, six out of the 13 people 
who attended have secured employment; one resi¬ 
dent was offered two jobs in the same day and an¬ 
other, who hadn’t worked since 2004 due to 
becoming a full-time dad to his three children after 
his wife passed away, secured a full-time job at local 
company Toolstream. 

He said: “It’s brilliant to be back at work, meeting 
new people. I have never been offered the level of 
support that i2a gave me before and I am really 
grateful to them. 

“They helped me with my CV and taught me about 
using the computer to look for jobs, I was put at ease 
and they boosted my confidence which I needed.” 

Alongside the “Getting into Work” course, i2a runs 
a “Get On” employment surgery every Tuesday and 
continues to offer one-to-one support to customers. 

Mark Evans, head of i2a, said: “i2a is unique be¬ 


cause we tailor our offering for each individual de¬ 
pending on their goals and aspirations. Whether that 
be to secure full time work, volunteering opportuni¬ 
ties or training, a range of support is offered by the 
team, from one-to-one coaching to group work or 
drop in sessions, and we have seen that this is mak¬ 
ing a real difference.” 

In 2015 i2a helped 135 Yarlington residents into 
employment, education or training. 

The “Get On” employment surgery is held every 
Tuesday from 9am to 1pm at Oaklands School in 
Yeovil and is open to all Yarlington residents giving 
access to IT, job vacancies and help with job appli¬ 
cations.

Live CCTV helped arrest 1,060 offenders in 2015 


A TOTAL of 180 arrests were made in Yeovil and 
South Somerset during 2015 as a result of “live" in¬ 
cidents followed by a CCTV control room. 

The CCTV team in Sedgemoor dealt with nearly 
4,000 incidents in 2015 which resulted in 1,060 peo¬ 
ple being arrested across the county. 

These figures are for live incidents monitored and 
recorded by the CCTV operators and do not include 
incidents or arrest figures for crimes that were 
dealt with through post-incident investigations by 
the police where CCTV footage was used. 

Sedgemoor District Council’s CCTV department 
monitors 145 CCTV cameras across Sedgemoor 
and the two neighbouring authorities of Taunton 
Deane and South Somerset. In addition to this, it 
also has a number of dedicated Automatic Number 
Plate Recognition cameras. 

In 2015, South Somerset alone saw 650 incidents 
captured on live CCTV resulting in 180 arrests. 

The CCTV operators work in the control room 24 


hours a day, seven days a week, 365 days a year. In 
2015 they took 2,154 out-of-hours emergency calls 
from the public. 

A spokesperson for Sedgemoor District Council’s 
CCTV team said: “2015 has been a challenging year 
as the department has been busy throughout but 
it has also been a time for celebration as the team 
we celebrated its 21st birthday. 

“Since the department opened in 1994 it has 
helped thousands of people who have been vic¬ 
tims of crime, probably without them even know¬ 
ing it. 

“We have also helped police to recover stolen ve¬ 
hicles, find missing children and vulnerable adults 
who may be considering suicide. We also detect vi¬ 
olent offenders and people carrying weapons or 
firearms. 

“We help to locate those offenders who commit 
theft and burglary, and offenders who have evaded 
capture and are sought by the police. The CCTV 


team continue to work closely with Avon and Som¬ 
erset Police, those in the retail and pub trade, 
through the radio link scheme, and our local au¬ 
thority partners to get the best results and make 
the areas we monitor as safe as possible. 

“Overall it is very difficult to quantify the success 
of a department by statistics, but the team at 
Sedgemoor are highly dedicated and provide vast 
amounts of evidence and intelligence to the au¬ 
thorities to aid them in the detection and prosecu¬ 
tion of offenders. 

“However, CCTV is not always about crime, and 
quite often we help in other ways that would not al¬ 
ways be immediately obvious for example finding 
a lost/misplaced car, spotting traffic problems and 
updating on collisions, alerting authorities to a 
dangerous building that has been damaged in ex¬ 
treme weather or spotting early signs of flooding 
to name but a few."

Three years of 
bereavement support 
in the community 

GRIEF Journey South Somerset is celebrating 
its third year providing accessible bereavement 
support to the local community. 

Based at the Henhayes Centre, Crewkerne, 
the six week course, which runs three times a 
year, has helped over 60 families adjust and move 
forward after a bereavement, and provide 
support and reassurance to those supporting 
others through a loss. 

Grief Journey South Somerset is run by 
volunteer facilitators trained by Grief Journey UK, 
a support programme devised by Dr Bill Webster. 

In 1983, Dr Webster's young wife, Carolyn, died 
very suddenly, leaving him to cope with his loss, 
and to care for their 2 boys, then aged only 9 and 
7. At first, Bill seemed to be doing well, and many 
commended him that he appeared 'so strong', 
and 'doing well' at the time of the death. But that 
apparent strength was, in fact, numbness, and 
three months after his wife's death, when the 
shock of her sudden death wore off, Bill felt like 
he was falling apart. 

"That was probably the worst time of my whole 
life" said Dr Webster. “And the worse thing 
was people's expectations seemed to be that, 
by now, after three whole months, I should be 
'getting over it'. What was wrong with me? Why 
couldn’t I pull myself together?”.

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Somerset to welcome its first Syrian refugees 


SOMERSET will welcome an initial six refugee 
families this year as part of a national programme to 
support those fleeing war-tom Syria. 

The UK Government has pledged to settle 20,000 
Syrian refugees over a five year period, including 
1,000 in the first group, and has sought volunteer 
councils to offer resettlement. 

Somerset is not a current asylum dispersal area so 
many organisations which would support refugees 
have no presence here. However, there is a desire to 
help from within the community, local authorities 
and health. 

Like their counterparts across the UK, Somerset’s 
five district councils, County Council and Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) have been consider¬ 
ing how together they can play their part through the 
Syrian Vulnerable Persons Resettlement Scheme 
(SVPRS). 

They have agreed to welcome an initial group of 
six families in the spring, with the potential for more 
to arrive in the future. A similar approach is being 
adopted in other parts of the region. 

The scheme is fully-funded by the Government and 
families will be housed in the private rented sector, 
having no impact on housing waiting lists operated 
by district councils. Families will only be resettled 
where the services, such as school places, health and 
social care, have the capacity to cater for them. 

No decisions can be taken about locations until 
more is known about the families and their possible 
support needs. Initial discussions have highlighted 
Mendip, Taunton Deane and South Somerset as the 
most likely host areas, but all districts continue to be 
actively involved in discussions and planning. 

Community groups have been included in discus¬ 
sions and this will continue, but initially it is the 
statutory authorities who need to arrange housing, 
health, education, benefit income, individual family 
support and interpreters. 

On 21st December, Somerset County Councillors 
Anna Groskop, Cabinet Member for HR, Health and 


Transformation, and Frances Nicholson, Cabinet 
Member for Children and Families, jointly con¬ 
firmed the County’s support for the resettlement 
scheme. 

On behalf of all the public sector organisations in¬ 
volved, they said: “We take pride in being a warm 
and welcoming county where people from all back¬ 
grounds have the opportunity to thrive. This has 


been a real cross-organisation, joint effort and I’m 
delighted we are doing our bit to help those in des¬ 
perate need. 

“We know the people of Somerset are keen to help 
and this is a measured approach to test our capabil¬ 
ities. We’re a rural county without existing support 
networks for refugees in place and it’s important that 
we get this right.” 


All refugees will be subject to medical checks and 
enhanced, national-level security vetting before 
entry to the UK. Details of where the fa mili es are re¬ 
settled will not be given so as to protect their pri¬ 
vacy.

There was one way to quit in those days - will 
power -1 still found cigs in his jacket pocket and 
he was smoking secretly in the garden shed. 

At some stage there was a programme with on 
“Panorama” with Richard Dimbleby who said, 
for the first time that smoking could cause can¬ 
cer. 

All the teachers decided to put 2/6 in the kitty 
and the last one to start smoking could take all 


the winnings. It was only a matter of time before 
one was caught smoking in the loo, another tried 
a pipe, but I don’t know about the rest. 

It was Christmas and my husband was on play¬ 
ground duty. When he went for his lunch there 
was an empty bottle of Sherry on the table - his 
winnings. 

Soon after that he became very anti-smoking. 
He would not take library books if he could smell 
smoke, and would walk on the other side of the 
road rather than walk behind a smoker. 

In 2009 he had the most dreadful cough, I could 
not share the same bedroom. I lost him in 2010 
with lung cancer and a tumour of the brain. 

If you are inclined to think that it wont happen 
to you, think again. Stop, it may already be too 
late. 

I am lucky to have a loving family but there is 
nothing like sharing breakfast time together, 
going shopping together, watching TV (although 
it may be football!) and having to make all the 
decisions. If I want a cup of tea, well, I will have 
to go and make it myself and so it goes on. 

Smoking, you are selfish. Think of other peo¬ 
ple. How are they going to feel after you have 
gone? 

You can have help and don’t have to rely on 
willpower.

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Inheritance Claims on the Rise? 

There appears to have been in recent years a steady increase in claims under the Inheritance (Provision for 
Family and Dependants) Act 1975. This might in part be attributed to the fragmentation of families but also 
to the dramatic increase in property prices over the last few years. 

The matter was recently brought to public attention in the case of Hot v Mitson. In this case the deceased left the 
majority of her net estate to three charities having made no provision whatsoever for her adult daughter from whom she 
had been estranged for some 30 years. The deceased had been clear in her wishes to disinherit her daughter and had 
left a letter to her Executors to re-enforce her intention. 

Nevertheless the daughter succeeded on appeal and was awarded £164,000 from the deceased's estate. 

Whilst it is of course clear that a parent is under no obligation to leave anything to children under the terms of their Will, 
it is open for children to bring a claim under the provisions of the 1975 Act on grounds that the deceased failed to make 
reasonable provision for them. 

The right extends not just to children but also to surviving wife/husband, co-habitees, stepchildren or anyone having been 
maintained by the deceased. 

In determining such a claim, the Court will have regard to factors such as the respective resources of the claimant as well 
as the Will beneficiaries, the size and nature of the estate of the deceased and any other matter including conduct which 
the Court may regard as relevant. 

Whilst therefore it is always advisable to have a Will to distribute your estate as you so wish there is the possibility that 
your wishes may ultimately be overridden as happened in the Ilot case.

WHAT LANDMARK 
achievements did 
you pull off by the 
age of 12? Perhaps 
you brought home 
your first paper 

round wage packet, 
or reached grade 2 
on recorder? Mary 
Anning, at the tender 
age of 12, discovered 
the first complete 
fossil of a prehistoric 
reptile in Great 

Britain. Not bad for one of ten chil¬ 
dren, undereducated, and living in a 
house regularly flooded by storms. 

It’s the story of this remarkable 
and lesser-known Victorian pale¬ 
ontologist that struck a chord with 
actress Alison Neil, and inspired her 
latest one woman show, “The Fossil 
Lady of Lyme". 

“Imagine everything was created 
in six days...This was the England 
into which Mary Anning was born - 
just two hundred years ago. But 
with the discovery of fossils on the 
Jurassic coast, the accepted truths 
about the world were blown apart;

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Electric cars achieve five years’ growth in a single year 


PLUG-IN vehicle registrations reached a 
record high in 2015 as 28,188 new ultra 
low emission vehicles (ULEVs) arrived 
on UK roads - more than the past five 
years' totals rolled into one. The switch 
to electric power marked a 94% annual 
rise compared to the previous year - 
while the popularity of plug-in vehicles 
shows no sign of slowing with an even 
greater selection of ULEVs due to be 
launched in 2016. 

Analysis by government and motor- 
industry-backed Go Ultra Low reveals 
that ULEV registrations for 2015 eclipse 
the 21,486 total of plug-in vehicles sold 
between 2010 and 2014. Plug-in power 
is becoming a mainstream option for 
drivers alongside petrol and diesel pow¬ 
ered cars as more plug-in vehicles make 
up the 2.6m new cars registered in 2015. 

Fuelling the demand is a greater choice 
of models, with 30 pure electric or plug¬ 
in hybrid cars now available in the UK, 
ranging from high-performance sports 
cars to capable family run-arounds, and 
more are on the way in 2016. Last year, 
the plug-in hybrid vehicles proved most 
popular among motorists, with 18,254 
registrations, a 137% increase on 2014. 
Fully electric vehicle sales increased 
48%, recording 9,934 registrations. 

Transport Minister Andrew Jones MP 
said, "The UK has one of the fastest 


growing ultra-low emission vehicle mar¬ 
kets in the world and these record figures 
show more and more people across the 
country are enjoying the benefits of this 
cheap-to-run and green technology. 

"British drivers have a wider choice of 
vehicles than ever before and we have 
increased our support for plug-in vehi¬ 
cles to £600 million over the next five 
years to cut emissions, create jobs and 
support our cutting-edge industries.” 

Head of Go Ultra Low, Poppy Welch, 
said, “This sustained level of growth 
represents how plug-in vehicles are 
becoming the norm for drivers who 
want to buy a fun, economical, stylish 
new car. Now, instead of facing high 
running costs, motorists can reap the 
rewards of an economical ultra low 
emission vehicle, which can save the 
typical car owner hundreds of pounds 
every year. With this growth showing no 
signs of stopping, it’s proof that electric 
car ownership is the new normal. Now, 
it’s not a question of will motorists 
choose electric, but when.” 

Local trends 

With 9,186 ULEVs registered, the 
South East of England proved to be the 
region that saw the most new electric 
cars, each enjoying assistance from 
Government’s Plug-in Car Grant (PiCG). 
The next biggest regions taking advan¬ 


tage of the contributory funding were 
the South West ranked second (4,420) 
and the West Midlands third (3,371). 

Every region of the United Kingdom 
recorded improved year-on-year regis¬ 
trations for plug-in hybrid cars, while al¬ 
most all areas of the country experienced 
growth in pure electric car registrations. 

Plug-in bestsellers 

As registrations of all fully electric and 
plug-in hybrid electric vehicles continue 
to soar, uptake of particular makes and 
model of ULEV has also increased 
among drivers who have made the 
switch to electric power. The top three 
bestselling EVs make up just over a third 
of all plug-in sales, demonstrating how 
there is a plug-in vehicle for every occa¬ 
sion. From sports cars to family-orien¬ 
tated SUVs, there are 27 other plug-in 
cars for drivers to choose from. 

The Mitsubishi Outlander PHEV rules 
registrations for the second year run¬ 
ning, 118% up on the previous year's fig¬ 
ures. The top three is intact without 
change as the Nissan LEAF ranks second 
with a 29% hike in uptake while the BMW 
i3 continues to enjoy popularity among 
motorists, coming third once more with 
registrations 59% up year-on-year. 

Future market 

Government anticipates that 5% of 
new car registrations (around 100,000 


units) will be ultra low emission by 
2020 - an expectation that ap¬ 
pears on track in light of recent 
growth. As more motorists look to 
manage running costs, a money¬ 
saving end goal could be providing 
the momentum for the surge in 
electric vehicle popularity. 

Electric cars can be driven for as 
little as 2p per mile, compared with 
10-12p for a conventionally powered 
car. Furthering their appeal, the va¬ 
riety of city, family, SUV and sports 
cars provides the practicality mo¬ 


torists crave, while some boast hy¬ 
brid range of up to 700 miles. 

Go Ultra Low exists to help mo¬ 
torists understand the benefits, 
cost savings and capabilities of the 
raft of ultra low emission vehicles on 
the market. The collaborative cam¬ 
paign is the first of its kind, bringing 
together a consortium of leading 
vehicle manufacturers, Government 
and the Society of Motor Manufac¬ 
turers and Traders (SMMT).
